Tackless tatics 

The great Parliamentary investiga- 
tion into priorities mid planning al 
tho Depurtiuenl of Education ie» just 
getting off the ground. Lust summer 
the education and arts sub-commit- 
tee of the Expenditure Commit too 
doc hlcil in undertake this inquiry, 
and last week they interviewed 
potential ml risers.

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Once upon a time a man bought a horse. 

He kept it hi a small field at the hack ot 
his house, where it enjoyed the grazing and 
a winter ration of hay. Times were hard, 
and often the hofse went short of fodder 
but, though thin, survived. 

In the course of time the man improved 
the stables, built better barns to keep the 
hay in, doubled the number of stablelads 
and brought in an army of administrator^ 
to manage the horse. This ldd the horse to 
expect some improvement ut its, diet, mir, 
with i a bigger establishment to maintain, 
bigger barns to sweep out, more ancillary 
and administrative staEf to pay,, the man 
became- still more hard up, and, as an 
economy, measure, ordered the , supply ot 

hay to be cut by io .pef ceftt <?y ..■yfggffi.; ;■ 
, cokuudence, ; : " the Ti ac tlotv of his total s 
which went on hay was the saihe as that 
spent by education Authorities on books— 
less than one per cent). 

A year or two passed. The man got into 
more trouble with bis accounts. They stub- 
bornly refused to balance. Trade , was bad , 
in the import-export; business.^ The stable 
lads struck for higher pay., So;ne, of Wq- 

barns fell down because .they _we re suj- ^ 
ported by high alumina cement. He 
ized his administrative staffior gr ^ ater ef ^ 
ciencv increased their number and bumped 
up their salaries, but overt this sure-fire 
remedy failed. Then the price of hay. took 
off like a rocket.

According to some criteria— for example, 
responsiveness to social problems, and the 
ability to enter spontaneously into a rela- 
tionship with the man who bought the nay 
the horse had made statistically significant 
progress. Others pointed to its ribs wmch 
stuck out like iron railings, and the fact that 
it was lame in the foreleg and stood tor 
long periods on three legs staring 
space. This, they said, was a horse with a 
poor genetic Inheritance which was never ■ 
likely to come to much good. Others, yet 
again, conceded that the horse was poorly, 
but pointed out that the urban environment 
around the field had gone down oa a result 
of immigration arid emigration, the i nee oE- 
unemployment; poverty, oq^pw'ent families, , .

, They agreed that it. was impossible to do 
much about the extension of the plant, or 
the stablelads, whose union was ^ already up 
in arms about the threatened end of fuj-ther- 
recruitment.

•much freedom, and. had lacked disciplined 
exercise. Others said that horses had out- 
lived their usefulness, anyway. The man at- 
tributed the unfortunate incident tb a reces- 
sion in world trade wholly beyond his con- 

- troh. In the meantime, the right thing to • 
do was- for everyone' to. keep tlieir heads 
down and hope that when things looked up 
it would be possible to buy another horse.

Podi rentiers in Inner London made 
remur kuhiy good progress in read- 
ing since they left primary school, 
an Inner Loudon Education 
Authority report, claims this week. 
Only three out of five 13 and 14- 

S ear-aids judged by a reading test to 
e poof readers were thought by 
their teachers to need remedial help. 
The test also ruted more than half 
of those thought to bo in need of 
remedial help as “ average ”, 

The report was made to the 
schools sub-committhe by Dr Eric 
Briault, the Education Officer. It 
says that in 1973 average reading 
standards of 26,000 inner city chal- 
dron in one year group rose .to 98 
on die EH2 reading oomiprebension 
test, three points below the national 
average. The same children tested 
in 1971 when they were at primary 
school averaged 94.2. 

Tlie proportion of poor readers 
(scoring less than 80) went down to 
just over 13 per cent, compared to 
more than 18 per cent in 1971. The 
proportion of good readers (above 
114) rose from 10 to nearly 15 per 
cent. 

The children were tested as part 
of tho ILEA’s literacy survey which 
charts the progress of children, bom 
in the 1959-60 school yoar. 

Mr Harvey Hinds, chairman of the 
schools subcommittee, said: “This 
is a heartening riposte to some of 
the critics of the standards of pre- 
sent day education, children und tea- 
chers 

“Secondary schools in particular 
have been the butt of some arm- 
chair educationists. This is coun- 
tered by the latest survey which 
shows an . apparent improvement 


comprehension test was substituted 
bccau.se there was no standardized 
sentence completion test for that 
age group. 

In what the report calls '* regres- 
sion to the mean ”, there was con- 
siderable movement over the two 
years into the broad average cate- 
gory from both poor and good 
groups. More than half the 1971 
ponr readers appeared as average 
in 1973, and more than a third of 
the 1971 good readers became aver- 
ago. 

Tlie report says this is because 
good readers do not make suffi- 
cient progress in reading to keep 
up their position. It might equally 
be attributable * to shortcomings in 
the testa, 

There was a discrepancy between 
test results and teachers’ opinions. 
Oue-fifth of tlie children surveyed 
were judged by their teachers to 
need remedial help with reading, 
while over 40 per cent of those 
scoring below 80 wore not thought 
to need help. More tlinn half of 
those described as needing remedial 
help were average readers accord- 
ing to the test. 

Approximately 15 per cent of 
the children in the sample, or 
two-thirds in need of remedial 
help, were actually receiving It. 

Higher scores were recorded for 
girls (99.0) than boys (96.9) as hi 
previous surveys. Tlie selective 
school average was 117.0, consider-' 
ably higher than the 94.7 for non- 
sclective schools.

He wus referring to ''alternative 
six ” — a plan for widespread 16 
start sixth-form colleges — and 
"nlternutlve seven " — an adaptation 
of die Leicestershire plan of high 
scliools for up to 14-year- olds, then 
upper scliools. 

Leicester parents and teachers 
overwhelmingly favoured alternative 
six during the consultation stage.

more than respond mechanically to 
the dictates of the machine ? ” 

The conference was called to re- 
view existing TUC policy on day 
release, as well as recent reports 
by the Training Services Agency 
and the National Youth Employment 
Council on proposals for young 
people. The right to day release 
emerged as the chief priority. 


One uf ihe sirongcsL supporters of 
iucriMsing pressure fur day release 
was Mi Roy Grantham, of the Asso- 
ciation of Professional, Executive, 
Clerical, and Computer Staffs 
< AI'F.X). Members of his uniuii in 
VVigun had recently taken industrial 
action to force un engineering firm 
to give day release iu four girl 
employees. And the union have 
mounted a campaign to improve day 
release for members. 

The way equal pay was intro, 
chiccd should be ilie model foe 
compulsory duy release lie told the 
conference. The Government should 
set a legal date for its introduction, 
and firms should work steadily 
towards it. 

The TUC nre also stepping up 
their lobbying against cuts in the 
education service, fn a statement 
last week they sa-id they wera 
deeply concerned about the effect 
of spending cuts on educational 
standards. 


4-years’ training guaranteed 


Some unemployed young people 
will receive Four-year’s training in a 
iob virtually guaranteed by tlie 
Government. This extension of gov- 
eminent responsibility j far training 
comes as part of a new £25ui pack- 
age fur unemployed school leavers 
announced by the Manpower Ser- 
vices Commission last week. 

Tlie measures expand existing 
emergency schemes und extend gov- 
ernment grants beyond first-year 
training. They also reflect continu- 
ing official concern about the num- 
ber of young people still without 
jobs. In spite nf a substantial fall 
in unemployment among the under 
18s lust month, it remains ul a post-, 
win- record level. 

Tlie exLru £25m should bring the 
number of young people being 
it, lined under the MSCT emergency 
plans tu 23,000 lout of 46,000 receiv- 


ing help). Other measures already 
in operation include the £5 a weak 
subsidy to employers taking on 
cxiru school leavers as well us ilia 
Job Creation Programme, which is 
putting special emphasis on jobs 
suitable for the young. 

Tlie industrial training boards 
will be inviting firms with a good 
record for training to tnke on addi- 
tional apprentices. The selected 
employers will receive grants for 
the first two years of four-year 
apprenticeships, provided they un- 
dertake to complete the appren- 
tices’ full training. 

During the first year, when tlie 
apprentice is not usually much use 
to the firm, the ITBs will pay 
£2,000 a head. This will fall to 
£1,500 in the .second year. In the 
last two years the apprentice ta 
normally paying his way.

A four-hour session on Monday 
night came to no fruitful conclusion 
and another round of discussions 
ivas due this week. 

At an emergency council meeting 
at the weekend the Association of 
University Teachers’ executive were 
instructed to seek undertakings 
from the Department before reach- 
ing any settlement. On the tabic is 
the Government's £312 offer in 
response to t lie association's claim 
for a cost uf Jiving rise of ut least 
20 per cent. This would give lec- 
turers and professors increases of 
between £600 und £1,000. 

Mr Laurie Sapper, general secre- 
tary of the AUT, said: " We are not 
going to accept the £312 until we 


get assurance about 
our pay. We want 
that we have been done down by the 
pay policy.'* 

The association til. so want a guar- 
antee of fair treat mein in the future. 
They want the balance uf iheir 
claim made up when the Govern- 
ment’s £G pity limit is eased. A 
review of university teachers' salar- 
ies is also asked for. 

“ Wc wnnt an acknowledgement 
that we have not been given the true 
cost of living rises,' 1 Mr Sapper said. 
** Wc want an agreement that we will 
have mi opportunity to open up talks 
on the cnsL of living claim." 

U .is likely that the £312 will lie 
accepted by the AUT although they 
say it is only part uf iheir claim. 
They were promised a cost of living 
rise to cover the past year but liiis 
fell foul of the £6 limit.

Children must be taught ahum feel- 
ings as well us about facts, says a 
Schools Council report, published 
this week. - The arts curriculum in 
secondary schools needs to be re- 
formed to allow this tn happen. 

The author, Mr Malcnlni Ross, 
organizer of the £45,000 Ans and 
the Adolescent project at Exetor 
University, says in the report on the 
project that young people need 
opportunities to develop the emo- 
tional side of their lives through 
visual art, drama, English and 
music. Instead, the ' secondary 
school curriculum was distorted in 
favour of academic bnok learning. 
Even teachers in the arts were con- ' 
fused about whut they should be 
doing. 

'‘Secondary schools are relatively 
successful in promoting our under- 
standing of and compeLpnce in the 
world of objects — indeed the bulk 
of the curriculum is geared to- that 

E urpose. However, much less is 

nown about the way we order sub- 
jective experience — still less of the 
way the individual can be helped to 
build a coherent world of personal 
feelings." 

The arts were of critical import- 
ance . in education because they 
offered a means of understanding 
feelings. Research carried out by 
the project showed that many pupils 
wero bored with academic work. 
More time devoted to the arts could 
alleviate this. 


“ There is mounting concern 
today about the motivutiun and atti- 
tudes of young people in schools 
and the favoured response seems tn 
he the sophistication and elahura- 
linn of pastoral and counselling ser- 
vices. But such developments can 
only offer parttul solutions.” 

Emotions could not be ml mon- 
ished or advised. They were built 
on experience. “ Feeling yields to 
feeling, not to talk about reeling. 

“Those whose feelings are unin- 
telligible to them are as assuredly 
handicapped in the regulating nf 
their lives os those others who ure 
unable to think coherently and who 
cun make little sense of the world 
they shore with other men." 

A major handicap to the arts 
assuming a major educational role 
was the lack of understanding of 
their function, not least by arts 
teachers. • 

Teachers felt that the arts were 
frivolous. There were “ vague but 
virulent” prejudices that they were 
“ socially disruptive and morally 
ambivalent". As one headteacher 
told the project, “ You can't be 
obscene in science 

Arts teachers did not know what 
their aims should be. Sonic sought 
to lend authority to their work 
through the academic tradition of 
examinations or. emphasized design 
education. Others tried tn go 
“ pop ” to make the arts more attrac- 
tive to pupils. 

“ Attempts to resuscitate school 
music or school art by transfusions 


from the pup scene or the brash 
world of the mass medtn were usu- 
ally abortive”, the report says of 
the schools studied by rho prujecr. 
" No one was impressed — least’ nf 
all tin* pupils." 

" For ail prurticu! purposes, arts 
educution remains n matter of only 
peripheral concern. Neither the 
hi’ls .subjects nor the teachers have 
ever been taken seriously. Such has 
been the reluctant conclusion of 
every major educational report in 
the past 50 years and such is ours." 

Arts subjects, excluding English, 
occupy about 10 per cent of the 
tuition time in secondary schools, 
.•ays the report. This was half ns 
much as science or langungcs in 
comprehensive and secondary 
modern schools, and less than a 
third as much in grammar schools. 

<( The barrenness of the secondary 
school curriculum is the result of 
an undeclared conspiracy between 
society and the schools, and the vic- 
tims are the children ... no 
amount of official exhortation or 
administrative and organizational 
shuffling has had or ever could have 
the slightest effect.” 

This week Mr Ross said the 
remedy lay with arts teachers. 
“ Kids want art and drama ; they 
want participation and the oppor- 
tunity to express thcmsolvcs. But 
arts teachers find it extremely dif- 
ficult to justify why they should 
be allowed to do this. 

“Arts teachers have to get 
together and substantiate their own 


cause, to make tit eir own work sn 
compelling and effective that it can't 
be ignored.” 

No amount of bndgcriug of hend- 
musters or administrators by the 
Schools Council or the Arts and the 
Adolescent project could ncliieve 
this. Neither would the project have 
contributed to this if it had simply 
produced teachers’ materials. 

“ If we had gone into the busi- 
ness nf producing curriculum 
packages they would fail been use 
they would be made tn serve the 
same old discredited ends fnr oris 
teaching,” 

What the project had attempted 
to do, Mr Unss said, was to give 
arts teachers a framework in 
which to build their own curricu- 
lum. The project had produced a 
book, The /ntciii^ence of Feeling, 
last year. This gave teachers' u 
language on which to base tho ir cur- 
riculum discussions. 

Now music, art and drama teach- 
ers iu. schools should get togeiher 
and work out their common ground 
in learning through the expression 
of intelligent feelings. Otherwise, he 
said, there was a danger that design 
education, perfectly justifiable in its 
own right, would usurp the creative 
and expressive arts.

Imcrnational educailon, like esper- 
auto. is one of those worthy ideas 
which xenophobic Britons find hard 
to take seriously. They ;>ce it ns 
a jumble of all the worst excesses 
of other countries 1 educational 
systems. 

But it has already mode n modest 
start in Britain, and seems to he 
making progress. About . 1G5 
students now at British universities 
were admitted on the basis of their 

S erf orman ccs in the International 
accalaurcate, the main attempt sn 
far to produce tin internationally 
acceptable curriculum. 

Though most of i lie 165 stud cuts 
m-e foreigners who studied f»»r the 
ft! ubrand, the number of linine- 
prnduced ciuididnLes is on the 
i 11(1-0350. 

At the moment the only properly 
established IB courses in Britain 
are at Atlantic College, South 
Wales, and at Hammersmith und 
West London College. But several 
other colleges, including a college 
of education, have shown an 
interest, ancl experimental IB 
courses were due to start this term 
in Devonshire, Lincoln and Liver- 
pool. 

The Imernutionnl Baccalaureate 
is n less specialized equivalent of 
A level, administered from Geneva 
und backed by UNESCO. A candi- 
date takes six subjects, of which 
nt least three must be taken at a 
‘‘higher” level. It includes some 
it n conventional elements as well— 
the theory of knowledge, social 
anthropology upd psychology. 

One of the most ardent supporters 
or i lie IB in Britain is Mr Alec 
Peterson, former head ,pf Oxford 
University department ’ of educa- 
tional studies, and director of the 
fB here since 1966. His office is 
in Hammersmith and West London 
College ivliich took the idea a step 
further in September by building 
roqnd it a department of inter* 
national education. 

‘■.Tbe'riew department Was the idea 
of Mr 'Gabriel Green, a genial Dr 
Br-o/iowxki figure In appearunre us 
well as in his global approach to 
knowledge. 

The college has always lmd a large 
intake) of foreign students ami the 
new department brings together 
several existing courses: a college 
diploma based on the HND in busi- 
ness studies and die Institute of Lin- 
guists Inteimpdiate Diploma; nnd 
a 12-wdek course in English for pro- 
fessional studies.

It was started by Mr Green in 
March, 1971. “We have had an in- 
ter nut ionul connexion for yeura, 
and the staff were inrerested in 
intcrnutionul education, so wc were 
well situated to try the IB.” After 
n slow build up, tiiey now liuve 
about 90 students, -U) per cent Bri- 
tish. the rest from all over the 
world- 

Eventually students at any of the 
30 educational institutions which 
teach the course should be able to 
transfer from one to another in 
inid-stream. But because of the wide 
range of options, it is not always 
easy, according to Mr Green. 

“ We have hud a number of re- 
quests to take pupils from the IB 
school in Beirut, because of the 
pulitical troubles. But it will be 
difficult to fi l them in.” 

However, the college runs a small 
experiment with two American col- 
leges. After careful collaboration 
with Rockland County nnd Mercer 
Community Colleges, it takes n small 
number of their students for the 
second year of their IB course. 

Mr Green is particularly keen to 
build tin the number of British stu- 
dents doing the IB — either at the 
college or elsewhere. The first few 
batches have tended to be non- 
conformist, often highly motivated 
and sometimes without the string of 
exam passes normally necessary for 
a full A level course. 

“ I started by asking for formal 
qualifications, but I mu now more 
flexible. Interest, eniiiusiusm, and 
basic numeracy and literacy aid 
much more important than paper! 
qualifications.” They now have 
several students with only mi odd 
CSE or O level.

The quality of these materials, pre- 
sentation and use of illustrations, is 
crucial in the curriculum's atinck

“ Every teacher here is aware 
nnd concerned about the effects 
of urban environmental decay and 
unemployment. Every teacher 
realizes we cannot gu on In the 
same old way'. We cannot rely on 
the pastoral services alone to cope 
with pupils who lack academic 
motivation.” 

Here, too, he is supported by 
the headmaster, Mr Sam Fisher, 
who is also a member of the 
National Union of Teachers execu- 
tive and a governor of the Schools 
Council. 

Mr Fisher said : " Now we are 
beginning to get fully comprehen- 
sive education, we are realizing 
for tlte first time what pedagogy 
Ss all about — the needs of the 
individual.” 

Mr Hussey emphasized that 
every child must, be given the 
opportunity for success. "The 
child is aware that this is an 
academic community and that it 


values cognitive achievement. If 
there is any hypocrisy over this 
a child is very soon aware of it. 

” Every child must have a chance 
of adequate cognitive development, 
and we must place a realistic value 
on his achievements. Every child 
must get materials that he can enpe 
with und that have some chnnco 
for his immediate success.” 

And something similar applied 
to touchers. They, too, needed 
success through mate-rials that 
actually work. The way to produce 
these was to cooperate. 

Part of his job — improving staff 
communications, coordinating the 
use of resources and helping to im- 
prove learning— set him tasks of 
mediation worthy of a staffroom 
Kissinger. He is well aware of the 
need to establish his credibility 
among hard-pressed colleagues. 

“ I have to show that I ani willing 
to take off my coat and help — not 
just sit in an office theorizing ”, said 
Mr Hussey, who has taught in inner 
London schools for 14 years. He was 
head of English at Kcnnington Com. 
preheusivc School, South London, 
before he joined the 1,200-pupii 
Acland Barghley. Now he teaches 
half-time only.

All this is straight forward enough, 
hut ivhy it should become a super- 
conductor when the lumperaiiirc is 
low enough is more obscure. Super- 
conductivity is a. condition in which 
the electrons move in n fashion 
closely synchronized in -space and 
lime. The vibration of ihe crystal 
lattice in which they are con- 
tained is a source of disturbance. 
While the electrons.. .are free to 
move Rs a superconductor, their 
movement must nlsa be closely cor- 
related with that of the lattice. 

It is hard to predict which mate- 
rials will be superconductors when 
the temperature is law enough. In 
materials such ns nitrogen sulphide, 
there is the further complication 
that the square molecules can form 
links with their neighbours in a 


variety of ways, whli the result 
that the crystals are likely to fall 


ie crystals are likely to fall 
far short of the regularity needed 
to make a superconductor. But 
these are early days. The prospect 
of a synthetic superconducting 
material is real enough. And just 
rhiuk of what the prize would bo 
for the one who first manages to 
make a superconductor that looks 
like nylon, and which can he manu- 
factured in the sumo wav.

Careers guidance to awaken pupils 
to job possibilities in occupations 
traditionally dominated by the oppo- 
site sex should be made compulsory 
in the final years of comprehensive 
school, according to the authors of 
a recent National School Board

The 250-page report, titled Ett 
Fricirc Val ('* A Freer Choice”), 
makes several propnsnls aimed at 
breaking down conventional school 
and parental attitudes towards sex 
roles, and was published in book 
form to coincide with United Nations 
week during International Women’s 
Year. . 

The authors say that all pupils 
should gain some experience ol 
work usually done by the opposite 
sex during the Pryo programme in 
the eighth and ninth years of com- 

f rehensive school. This programme 
ncludos study visits to work 
places and a two-week period spent 
m a job. , , .. 

They also suggest that the overall 
career guidance programme (Syo), 
which begins in the seventh year 
with instruction for 14-year-olds, 
should be expanded nnd younger 
pupils be made aware of the 
effect of traditional sex roles at 
work and in society at large. 

In addition, the book discusses 
whether economics and technology, 
on the one hand, ail'd home and 
child care, on the other, should also 
be made compulsory for all over- 
133, and the existing segregated 
physical education classes be ended. 

The project leader, Margarcta 
Vest in, says the aim of a new cur- 
riculum geared to equality between

Tough at the gymnastics top

All the razzmataz and glare of 
publicity in gymnastics falls on the 
leotard clad women, the Olgas, Lud- 
millas and Elviras with their incred- 
ible grace, suppleness and skill. It 
Is a deserved position on the 
centre oE the stage — in few sports 
are women the main attraction — but 
it tends to cast a shadow on tho 
equally skilful and agile men.

One of the most successful was 
Hiroshi Kajiyama. a 22-year-old Jap- 
anese student, who won medak in 
nil the disciplines in which he fea- 
tured. He came second overall, only 
a fraction of a point (56.20 to 56.35) 
behind Nikolai Andrianov, a student 
from the Soviet Union. 

Kajiyama also reached the finals 
of five of the six apparatus 
■competitions, emerging with one 
gold, two silver and two bronze 
medals. Only one competitor — Alex- 
ander Debfctln (USSR) third over- 
p!l— appeared In all six finals, but 
without adding to his medals. 1 


Hiroshi Kajiyama Is small, even 
for a gymnast, standing not much 
over 5ft, as light ns a feather but 
with the powerful shoulders which 
are a hallmark of his sporting trade. 
His London successes added to his 
growing reputation on the inter- 
national scene: fourth overall In the 
world championships, world floor 
exercise silver medallist, vault 
bronze, winner of the important 
Riga contest in the USSR, Japanese 
apparatus champion. . , . 

And he is not the top ranked 
Japanese gymnust.

Setting aside the supposed 
quality of Lhe teaching or the effectiveness 
of the methods used, there may still' lie much 
tn be sold about the social relationship 
between the learner and the -leu ruing he or 
she is supposed to lie acquiring. People Learn- 
ing some tiling may, for_ example, see the 
process as involving activities and objects 
which they do not feel to ’be a part of their 
world. 

I think this is particularly true of reading. 
Many children who find the acquisition of 
literacy difficult are being asked to accept a 
foreign view of what literacy is, what books 
are, what spelling is, what the printed langu- 
age is. Equally, If teachers are going to bo 
any use to such children, they must make 
themselves aware of how alien books (as a 
medium) and their content (both subject- 
matter and attitudes projected) can be to 
their pupils. 

■JCbie book Illustrated here is one 1 of a 


roll’s interest and involvement ill Lhe early 
stages of lea mi iig to i-ead. It is not just (hat 
ihe subject muter is (as is said) “closer to 
Lhe children’s experience ”, Indeed the sub- 
ject mutter is often in the area of nppnreiitiy 
remote fantasy.' It is rather that these Stories 
follow and articulate the contours of the 
child’s mind much more i mi mutely than is 
usually possible for an unaided adult author. 

One can point to the kinds of fantasy 
represented here. The Bad Bear seems to 
me to express n young boy's dreams of 
revenge for all the put-downs of family life. 
It offers a very different view of lhe family 
from that projected by, for example, Out in 
the Sun from the Ladybird series. Compare 
June getting up in the morning: 

“Jane is in bed. Mummy comes lit to make 
her get up. 

‘Come on 1 , she says, ‘get up please, 
Jane. Peter and Daddy arc up, and the sun 
is out-”* 

Or compare Hairy’s relationships with his 
mother and sister with Peter’s :

When, in the late eighteenth century, 
museums began to open their doors to ihc 
general public, only a small proportion of 
that public was in a position to benefit from 
the opportunity. Opening hum's were often 
restricted to limes of day when only the 
leisured classes could intend : entrance

Such congest inn, ns well ns being 
potentially utipleusatit or dungerous, .seri- 
ously increases the problems of protecting 
the often fragile objects which draw the 
public to museums. 

In addition to having to cope with the 
problems of logistics, museum directors are 
under increasing pressure to prove that the 
public support they receive, which is, after 
nil, quite modest in the context of national 
budgets, is well spent and contributes in 
incnsuruble ways to the welfare of the society 
they ore employed to serve. This has led to 
expanded educational programmes, more 
ambitious public relations exercises, and 
more attempts to make art available to the 
public in both geographical and intellectual 
terms. . 

■ A museum’s limited resources have to be 
distributed across its numerous and diverse 
obligations and responsibilities. Museums 
have an obligation to the present and to die 
demand's of society, but they also have a 
responsibility to the past wliich provides 
them with their mati&re, and, most' Impor- 
tantly, to the future, which will inherit their 
complex and fragile legacy In good condition 
and. well documented. 

The art museum is expected to serve sev- 


ar the same rime as a visiting scholar is ex- 
amining a more recherche piece below stairs. 
, But the growing demand for popular tem- 
porary exhibit inns and novel rearrangements 
of “ permanent w displays means ihnt scholars 
and students may no longer find lhe exhibit 
they want where they expect it to be. Cura- 
tors, too, can, become so enmeshed in teach- 
ing or in organizing loans and temporary 
displays that conservation and research fall 
into abeyance. 

The public's enthusiasm for temporary ex- 
hibitions reflects its obsession with the 
unique and the eulicincral, an Opportunity 
“ not to be missed Museum directors ob- 
serve cynically that a work may well hang 
Ignored for decades in a permanent display, 


the most superficial contact. Without it, the 
art of the classicnl and Christian tradition 
of the Renaissance and die Enlightenment re- 
mains not so much a closed book as one which 
Is slightly and frustratingly open : wc glimpse 
the contents, but no more. 

The provision of discreet wall texts, port- 
able bats, audio guides and lectures are ail 
commendable, but their critical limitation is 
that riiev ore restricted to the period spent 
within the museum. As help to the uninitia- 
ted they arrive too late to provide an adequate 
frame of reference. Nor can it be argued that 
successive visits will aggregate such a back- 
ground, as for many lay people museum visit- 
ing is an erratic, desultory business, often 
confined to intensive sight-seeing abroad, and 
preferably somewhere " new ” which is un- 
likely to merit another visit within years, if 
ever. 

Although many museum directors have 
launched themselves into public orbit with 
enthusiasm, albeit with the occasional forgiv- 
able excess, it would be foolish to underestim- 
ate the large and entrenched conservative 
element in tlic museum world. Appointed 
curators have always been subjected to the 
temptation to take ou the mantle vacated by 
the private owner, seeing their holdings in 


football, pigeon-fancying, do-it-yourself, it 
contemplation of nature and so on. 

To help museums to find their new m 
and identity in the modern world we »' 
do worse than consider the followilu iv 
possibilities. The first is that we accept d/ 
museums are not endlessly flexible toifa 
to changing demands' and circumstance*, fa 
they have Emits to their potential forSw 
if they are to preserve vital aspects of ihj 
traditional purpose.

Thii&a 
not preclude the provision of better premia 
sympathetic exhibition design, more dmi 
fled staff, or improved facilities i but it £« 
rule out showbiz and razzle-dazzle.

Political scientists have, until re- 
cently, ignored the subject nf politi- 
cally motivated violence. The scope 
of the political lias been defined in 
terms of the “authoritative alloca- 
tion of values ”, the resolution of 
conflict within a broad framework 
of concensus over ihe form of insti- 
tutions in society. Such a formula- 
tion was, by and large, adequate for 
the study of Western societies in 
the 1950s, if not for the analysis of 
politics in the “ Third World ”. The 
dramatic increase in levels of vio- 
lence In the more advanced coun- 
tries, in particular the race riots in 
the United States, the events of 
May 19G8 iu France, the internal 
war in Ulster and the activities of 
urban guerrilla groups such as the 
Weathermen and the Baader-Mein- 
liof group, has demonstrated that 
politics in advanced nations cannot 
nny longer be so treated. 

The extension of terrorism into 
the international arena hv thd 
Palestinians, particularly the cap- 
ture of Israeli hostages at the 
Olympic Games in 1972, has forced 
academic attention to the causes and 
consequences of violence. There is 
a burgeoning literature on the place 
oE violence in the political process, 
the activities of revolutionary move- 
ments and iho motives underlying 
the choice of violent and non-violent 
forms of politicul protest.

But there is a weak spot 
where a chapter on the application 
of statistics to measurement over- 
laps with one on the presentation 
of results; a combined cfFort 
wuuld seem mure logical. 

The reader is first taken through 
the techniques of assessment ; the 
use of. open ended, structured and 
objective questions ; and then 
through some of the problems : the 
assessment of oral, practical and 
project work, moderation and ques- 
tion banking. The book concludes 
with perceptive articles on the 
measurement of attainment for 
curriculum evaluation and rho 
value for the teacher of research 
in assessment. 

Here and there, there is a feel- 
ing of d4ja — several of the 
authors have produced expanded 
versions • oF their articles else- 
where — but as a lively, readable 
and fairly comprehensive practical 
guide, the book may well attain 
jhe status of h standard work in 
the -decade to come. 

Dr Lewis’s volume, Assessment in 
Education takes a broader perspec- 
tive of assessment to embrace tests 
of Intelligence, scholastic aptitude, 
divergent thinking and- also con- 
^kldeta -vtri9chlbg(- as'sea^ment.- '.j .In 
: labkthg ' at' the wider issues, it 
- becomes more a text for advanced 
students of educiitinii than one for 
serving teachers and neatly comple- 
ments Macintosh’s selection by 
covering different ground. 

The . book is shorter than 
Macintosh’s but sound and sensi- 
tively written. The chapters aro 
usually well documented but it is a 


hit disappointing in n hoiik pub- 
lished in .(miliary, 1975, io sec so 
few recent references — none is huer 
i tutu 1972 and only a handful arc 
post-1970. 

The author first discusses lhe con- 
tribution of Billet, ilehli, Ciutcll, 
Warhurton and others in intelligence 
testing on a une-ln-oiie basis, tester 
to testec, and Limn moves on to 
cover tests capable of being admini- 
stered to Large groups. 

In a chapter mi exam illations, 
Lewis takes up points not so fre- 
qiiently aired in equivalent books — 
the curious variation of percentage 
passes at O level, iiitenunrker reli- 
ability and lIic predictive value of 
A level grades for success in higher 
education. It is in Lhis latter area 
particularly that mention of recent 
investigations would have been j 
illuminating: one might, for: 

instance, refer to the correlation 
analysis of Waiiknwski nt Birming- 
ham (1970), the NFER (1973) and 
Entwistle nt Lancaster (1972, 1974). 

The work of the NFER and Enr 
wistle is all the more interesting 
when it shows that despite the op- 
timism of the mid-1960s, scnolastic 
aptitude tests arc in general ,.nn 
better at predicting later academic 
performance than A live Is.. 

If the number of recent reviews of 
a subject gives a measure of current 
importance', then assessment nf 
teaching must be at a pinnacle. No 
doubt trte interest, has been stoked 
up by the advent of inicroteaching 
which, in turn, has benefited from 
the ready ayailability of do-it-your- 
self portable video ki'ts. Lewis’s 
final chapter oil' the assessment of 
teaching looks at interaction analysis 
and practical problems in the evalu- 
ation of prc-servicc teachers. The 
Inclusion of a glossary of terms and 
an index is welcome. 

Will these books be successful in 
encouraging a more knowledgeable 
discussion of assessment issues? Yes, 

. probably ; by t they don’t provide 
solutions 1 to rill the practical prob- 
lems ventilated ,from time to time 
in die cbrrespondcncc columns of 
this journal. What is to be done 
about classes left teacher less during 
trial school examination meetings, 
mod orat ion visits mid the like, all 
healthily' proliferating ? Come to 
think of it, Lhcre's not much cam- 
1 fort here for the deschoolers either.

Despite its title the book presents i 
a picture of English teaching which * 
is actually sketchy. The only places 
where the discussion of classroom 
practice becomes particular and 
enthusiastic is in the suggestions 
for marking, correcting spelling, 
using dictionaries and, Indeed, find- 
ing out about indexes. Elsewhere, 
allusions to possible classroom acti- 
vities are often little more than 
vaguely hopeful notions: '‘Teachers 
can have much very practical and 
profitable fun with the concepts of 
codc : s witch lug and linguistic drift, 
and in devising various ways they 
can be used in SDcio-drama." 

’ By the very end of the book, 
Rowe has still only arrived nt a

e describes as the “ preamble " ta

The cassette recorder is a con- 
venient way of presenting specific 
material to a class or group when 
portability, ample volume and 
reasonable quality of reproduction 
are required. In machines destined 
to be used by children ruggedness 
is essential, particularly if they art 1 
going to be used “ on location 
Low weight, a currying case and 
simplicity of operation arc desirable, 
but quality and volume of output 
are generally of lesser Importance. 
How does the Educator fulfil these 
requirements ?

iior plain, till interior sheep station, 
Port Kern bln steelworks, from Lite 
air. Mount Isa copper mines, Alice 
Springs, o dam in the Snowy Moun- 
tain scheme and n fruit farm in the 
Darossa Valley. Broadly, the other 
sms seem equally representative, 
though nut all are explicitly capable 
of geographical study. The picture 
of the Tongan royal family at a 
reception would present a pupil with 
difficulties of interpretation. 

One significant feature of tlie eco- 
nomic geography of the island com- 
munities is missing-;- the impact of 
air travel and tourism. Otherwise, 
though sotue of the close-up shots 
of people look staged, the photo- 
graphs present contemporary scenes. 
They offer considerable scope for 
the development of sequential ques- 
tion and answer studies in work card 
or soundtnpe form suitable for 
mixed ability classes working alone 
or In groups. Cutting yp the sets 
- and card-mounting every photograph 
separately would allow maximum 
effective use and preserve them 
-over a period of years.

Teachers often xpend ax little ns 
tv.’ii hours selecting the textbooks 
with which rliey will testili with for 
at least a yeur. Their decisions in 
favour uf one bonk rather than a 
11111111161- of others are Ercijiienily 
based on trivial criteria and per- 
haps merely on a skilful but super- 
ficial salesman's presentation. Yet, 
research hits shown that for 05 per 
cent of the mm.' a t cache r spends 
in ilitf ilu-Esruwii lie will structure 
his activities round the aids ho is 
using. 

It is in these terms that P. Ken- 
neth Koinuski explains the need for 
the Education Products Information 
Exchange Institute (EPIE), which 
he founded in 19G7'nnd now runs 
from offices in New York’s Green- 
wich Village. EPIE's aim is to help 
teachers to choose their materials 
with an informed understanding of 
precisely what they are looking foY 
and how to assess whether any 
particular Item will .meet their 
requite men ts. 

Every two months they publish 
separate reports on hardware which 
they test in their laboratory and 
software, 'which Is thoroughly re- 
searched by a team of consultants. 
Their fortnightly newsletters report 
recent developments, up-date previ- 
ous findings and discuss teachers’ 
queries and complaints. For their 
2,000 members EPIE provide in- 
formation and advice by letter or 
telephone. 

‘ Consumers' union ’ 

EPIE is not yet a “ schoolroom 
word” but their influence on con- 


- ■TjortMtt arid growing.- With the dry-' 
mg-uu of federal funds for educa- 
tional materials since the end of 
the 1960s and the consequent need 
for more cara in school district 
spending, their function as un edu- 
cational “ consumers 1 union ” [ins 
taken on a more obvious signifi- 
cance. 

The institute decides on which 
equipment and aids to review by 
watching the market and respond- 
ing to feedback from members. If 
a ■ manufacturer intends to give an 
advertising push to a new’ educa- 
tional product, or a number of mem- 
bers write in to complain or in- 
quire about a piece of equipment, 
EPIE may feel the time is right 
for a report on all products of that 
type. 

During the eight years since they 
were set tip they have reported on 
every kino of educational equip- 
ment. with the exception of the 
relatively- • newly-developed high 
' speed recorder and audio -card 
reader. Products such - as 16mm 
film projectors, which are fre- 
quently Altered, are given a report 
■ every two 1 or- three years, while 
items such as overhead projectors, 
"which haven’t changed' much”, 
thay have last been reviewed seven 
. years afeo. -

To test software— hooks unil 
lout-nine kits of ulj kinds — l-'IHE 
iis-iemblu a task force uf 2d ro 50 
teachers and university (acuity 
members, previously Lr.iiucri ill 
assessment, and send them on a 
two-week conference in work “ 12 
hours a day” investigating tlie 
materials. Conferences have been 
held in New York, New Mexico and 
the Mid-West. 

Schools willingly release per- 
sonnel for these two-week periods, 
since they benefit from the assess- 
ment training the teachers have 
received. Occasionullv EPIE will 
train experts, whom they feel .could 
make a particularly important con- 
tribution in assessing a cert uhi 
type of product, immediately before 
a conference begins. 

Among EPIE’s most successful 
reports were two published last 
year on reading materials. More 
than 1,000 copies were sold, beyond 
the 2,600 sent automatically ro mem- 
bers. Reports on software are the 
mast important part of the insti- 
tute’s work, Mr Komoski says; since 
of the 300,000 curricula aids now 
on the American market few are 
satisfactorily tested by the nfrtnu- 
facturers themselves. 

Producers who try out their aids 
.with children and teachers usually 
do so merely “for sales purposes”, 
not ip order to make useful revi- 
sions. In one case a manufacturer 
tested a mimeographed version of 
a textbook in several school systems 
”—*0 that -hb could tell teachers he 
had done so — when the hard-cover- 
ed versions were already printed 
and ready for sale. 

Teachers, as well .as manufactur- 
ers, must be educated on the need 
to improve the quality of aids, says 
Mr Koinoski. Educationists in the 
United States toiid to concentrate 
on the contents of textbooks and 
kits and forget that successful 
form and presentation is vital if 
Students arc to learn anything. Ten- 
. chcrs are prc-occupied by the reiu- 
tive merits of old math, new math 
and “aftermath”, hut neglect the 
question of whether aids touch any 
of these systems effectively. 11 Most 
materials are up to date -in content 
but*!n the middle ages pcdugngl- 
cally ”.

law local government reorganization, the 
mS country town of Shipston on .Stour in 
Warwickshire acquired a town council instead 
of a parish council, a mayor Instead of u 
dhjiinian and a junior town council open to 
■II tonus people undei -L . 

At live aiiuuul public parish meeting when 
ii was decided to establish a town council 
was noted that a greater effort should be 
made to Involve young .people in the town * 
SSL ami political life. Sometime after 
thi-. meeting, having done a certain amount 
of groundwork, including seeking the advice 
n( the mayor and other senior councillors, 
a teacher approaciicd the town council ofti- 
cially to recommend that a junior town 
council be established. 

The response was guarded and wary, in 
principle It was agreed that it was a good 
idea, but was it practicable ? The council 
asked that a constitution should be drawn up 
lor consideration at a future meeting. 

It was decided that the junior council 
ihmild consist of- 16 young people, who would 
include representatives of the four geognipm- 
til areas of (he town, sporting and uniformed 
south organizations, church groups, the local 
ttwndary school, and other young people 
not included in those general group tugs. 
Tudie representatives were to be elected 
it in annual general meeting open to every- 
one. faw coopted members would be chosen 
w supplement or complement the interests 
represented. Tlie upper uge limit <‘t -1 
riw'fnw allow overlap with the officially 
cunstiiuted ■ council. In theory, therefore, 
lime menihers. of the junior town council 
should be members of the parent body. 

The town council decided to grant-aid the. 
idarinhiraiive costs of the operation ot the 


junior council. They also reserved the right 
to appoint a mentor and to have representa- 
tives at all meetings. The junior council 
would meet during the week following the 
monthly meeting of rhe full council in the 
council chamber. Specific activities might 
be delegated to them by the full council. 
In addition, the town council agreed to con- 
sider all recommendations from the junior 
body. 

The formal life of the junior council began 
early this year. Their fur illative stages 
were difficult. Although it was agreed dial 
all meetings should follow the standing 
orders of the town council, several young 
people felt inhibited by the formality ol 
the meetings, and by the way in which die 


town councillors present seemed to control 
the meetings by committee procedure. 

Matters came to a head at the third meet- 
ing when the town council representatives 
were asked to leave so that the young people, 
could formulate their own policy. It was 
pointed nut that this was < unconstitutional, 
hut the council representatives present were 
sympathetic to the request ami left the meet- 
ing. early. 

Some of the local councillors were alarmed 
hv what appeared to be a streak of militancy. 
It seemed that there was a clash ill the expec- 
tations of the two parties involved. The 
town council favoured a thenreLicol political 
education, regarding the junior town council 
as a nursery fur future lucal politicians. The 



young people wanted to be involved in poli- 
tics from tlie outset. 

After n grent deni of discussion it was de- 
cided that the junior council would meet 
informally once a mouth, a fortnight before 
tlie formal meetings, to draw up their agenda. 
This would then be circulated to the full 
council for their information. The town coun- 
cil in their turn usked for advice on three 
specific local issues — the siting of a motor- 
way, the u so of a swimming pool, and the 
possibility of introducing civic ceremonies. 
Tlio mayor attended the next meeting of the 
junior council to outline his own ideas on 
tlie responsibilities of the junior council. _ 

The young people have undertaken certain 
projects, two of the major ones being the 
compilation of a comprehensive list of all 
local organ i7.it io its offering activities, tor 
young people, and editing two pages in the 
local community newspaper. Some of them 
still feel frustrated and hored by the formal 
nature of the council meetings, but most 
accc-pt it Ls important to learn rules of pro- 
cedure' if the activities and advice of their 
council are 10 have public acceptance. 

Perhaps the form illation 'of a junior council 
was aided by the fact that fha town council 
iu Shipston ’is not party political. No coun- 
cillor represents a political party; they are 
all officially independent. This state of atfutr* 
owes much to the council's history as a parish 
council. , .. 

It is uiic to say that the council are 
genuinely prepared cu listen to the ideas of 
rite junior council when these ideas fall vmlt- 
in their general policy. The young people, 
imwevci , while snincwli.it frustrated by their 
lack uf piiliilcul pi liver, aie becoming aware 
iluir ihev now have a credible and lufictai 
vmce v.lii.li is listi-in d l» aiul taken seriously.

Audio-visual equipment for edu- 
cational and training purposes is 
not specifically covered by the 
regulations.

One method is through photography, 
which, though it has become a sub- 
ject in its own right, is often seen as 
an activity for pupils of lesser abil- 
ity.

Tho ■ most important aspect of 
photography and filming ought to bu 
the introduction of the camera into 
the classroom. Modern cameras, still 
'or moving, are so easy to usa that 
technical difficulties hardly arise, 
and even seven or eight-year-olds 
can handle instamatic cameras. 

It is only a small step to handling 
more complicated equipment.

A young person who has learned 
and understood photography has a 
foundation for being a film maker. 

Before h teacher embarks on a 
project, lie must be certain the 
topic set has been easily under- 
stood by. and is within the experi- 
ence nf. the children.. The simpler 
the topic of th« -.ulih'cl to be de- 
picted by the film or slidu senes, 
the more successful the result. A 
pioneer -in. the field' oE school photo- 
graphy Is Mr A. Franco tube, who, 
with ' the. Ji el p of Kodak, has de- 
veloped the " photoplay” • tech- 
nique, which involves pupils lit pro- 
ducing multimedia packages. ; 

Examples of projects may -Include 
the pupils’ school, social activities 
and life around them, school holi- 
days and leisure. A great deal oE 
preparatory work should precede 
any of these projects, during which 
other material is gathered— npws- 
slieets, cut-outs, models, samples, 
etc. Only when the ground has 
been well prepared are slides 
planned, discussed and finally shot. 
With older and more technically ex- 
perienced children developing and 
printing can also bo encouraged. 

An international project on the 
tree, conducted by ICEM, suggests 
the following basic criteria for 


age of 20 rarely experience tech- 
nical difficulties. They get .con- • 
slderabiy engaged in the topics they 
are filming, tracking down the sub- 
jects themselves, collecting infor- 
mation and correlating and process- 
ing tho gathered Information ana 
results.

This also applies to any 
kind of project work— display 
tables, posters or wall charts — hut 
is even more apparent with work 
with camera.

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The effects of local government changes. By Anna Sproule 



Id the days before local govern incut 
reorganization, the Counties Furni- 
ture Group were n school supplies 
consortium of 44 member local 
authorities. Now, after the re- 
shuffles north and south of the 
Border, they are only 3G. But the 
group — who, last year, were under- 
standably concerned about the 
effects reorganization might have on 
their operations — are not complain- 
ing ; they have in fact maintained 
the status quo where membership is 
concerned ; and in Scotland mem- 
bers have actually increased. 

Last year’s reorganization in 
England left the group smneivh.it 
diminished, iliongli must of their 
former full members staved on the 
list ( founder-members like Salop, 
West Sussex and Northamptonshire, 
along with other old CFG hands like 
Essex and Cheshire). Some of the 
missing are accounted for by the 
re-titling or amalgamation of 
various areas— one of the CFG pion- 
eers, Worcestershire, for instance, 
now appears under “ Hereford and 
Worcester ” ; Southend lias become 
part of Essex; Denbighshire is now 
called CJwyd. 

But when last year's dust had 
cleared, some .names were found to 
have been irretrievably lost. Full 
member Pembrokeshire had gone to 
Dyfed, who do not belong to the 
group. Another full member, Black- 
pool, had been swallowed up in the 
vast non-CFG county of Lancashire,' 
while two associate members — 
Merthyr Tydfil and Reading — 
vanished in much the same way. In 
England and Wales, therefore, the 
score was four down. 

In Scotland the old counties and 
county burghs were redrawn and 
amalgamated into 12 regions. Of 
the two former CFG outposts, Glas- 
gow vanished into the super-region 
of Strathclyde while Ross and Cro- 
marty were split into two — the main- 
land area went to the Highlands 
Regional Council, while the former 
county’s slice of the Hebrides 
became/- part . of :the / new Western . 
Tales- ■ area.- Wnflt, in GFG terms, 1 
was going to happen to them — and, 
indeed, to the -potential customers 
that the changeover hud created ? 

The group wrote to all the new 
local authorities, Introducing the 
consortium concept, the group's 
range of designs, and their aims. 
(These, as laid down in the group’s 
new draft- constitution, are 1 fivefold j 
“ to Investigate and define the furni- 
ture needs of local education autho- 
rities ; to design and provide an 
Integrated raime of furniture to* 
assist in meeting such needs ; - to 
achieve 1 a high degree - of 
standardization and so gain 
the benefits of quantity pro- 
duction ; to. arrange manufacture 
and supply of, : f prnitute ■ foif the 
benefit, of members 'and to dis- .

And they were followed by 
a similar move from another com- 
plete newcomer, the Sherkmds. Of 
the other Scottish authorities, two 
have told CFG rhut they do not wish 
to join; two have been non-enmmit- 
tnl ; and two have expressed an in- 
terest tempered by the wish to sec 
how their affairs look at .the be- 
ginning of the next financial year. 

That left Strathclyde, the auth- 
ority who include CFG’s other for- 
mer Scottish member, Glasgow. 
Earlier iliis year Sinnlidyde agreed 
(hut Glasgow should continue witli 
the CFG until their five-year 
membership rail nm in 1977. 

Recently the education committee 
of Stratliclyde agreed that die

An encouraging feature oF the 
Scottish involvement is the fact that 
all the island customers have given 
their support in spite of the extrn 
transport costs.

Educational visits can be made 
more interesting and effective by 
using cassette programmes.

Id no other field of human activity
